October 29: Acting Assistant Surgeon Geddings ordered to Selma, 
Ala., to superintend disinfection. Passed Assistant Surgeon Glennan 
reports the existence of yellow fever at Whistler, Ala. (6 miles distant 
from Mobile), with 2 deaths. Acting Assistant Surgeon Goldthwaite 
ordered to Whistler to disinfect premises and assist in caring for the sick. 

October 30: Acting Assistant Surgeon Goldthwaite reports total cases 
to date at Whistler, 22, with 3 deaths. 

November 2: Dr. McKinnon, president Selma ( Ala.) board of health, 





reports a fatal case of yellow fever at Greensboro, Ala. 

, November 3: Arkansas board of health removes all quarantine re- 
strictions against freight and passengers. Tennessee State board of 
health raises all State quarantine. Camp Fontainbleau closed. Passed 
Assistant Surgeon Cobb ordered to rejoin station at New York. Frost 
reported generally in lower Mississippi valley this morning. Correeted 
report for Whistler, Ala.: After careful investigation, Acting Assistant 
Surgeon Goldthwaite reports total cases to this date, 106 ; total deaths, 5.

they are located just outside of the city limits, which makes them 
belong to the county. All the other places named are recognized as 
such.

Case of yellow fever in Cincinnati— Refugee. 


CINCINNATI, OHIO, October 27, 1897. 
Sir: | have the honor to report that I am officially informed by the 
local health officer of a case of yellow fever in this city. The patient, 
a white man, arrived in this city October 25, coming direct from Mont- 
gomery, Ala. He was taken sick upon his arrival, and several physi- 
cians made a diagnosis of yellow fever. He was removed at once to the 
hospital for contagious diseases, and all precautions have been taken to 

prevent further infection. His condition is considered grave.

Active quarantine season in Florida extended to December 1.

To all concerned: 

In view of the continued existence of yellow fever in the Southern 
States and the prevalence of infectious and contagious epidemic disease 
in the West Indies, and especially in the island of Cuba, the ‘‘active 
quarantine season,’’ as specified by rule 56 of the rules and regulations 
of the State board of health of Florida, will not terminate on Novem- 
ber 1. 

Under the laws of Florida, and by virtue of the said rules and regu- 
lations, the State board of health of Florida hereby orders that the said 
active quarantine season for this year shall extend to December 1, 1897. 
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The interstate quarantine recently established will remain in full 
force and effect until otherwise ordered.

Week ended October 23, 1897. Reports to the State 


board of health, Lansing, from 79 observers, indicate that intermittent 
fever and neuralgia decreased in area of prevalence. Phthisis pulmo- 
nalis was reported at 173, enteric fever at 63, diphtheria at 37, scarlet 
fever at 32, measles at 14, whooping cough at 6, and smallpox at 1 
place, 3 cases alleged at Bay City. 

NEW JERSEY—Hudson County.—Month of September, 1897. Esti- 
mated population, 355,231. Total deaths, 557, including phthisis pul- 
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monalis, 60; enteric fever, 6; scarlet fever, 4; diphtheria, 12; croup, 
5, and whooping cough, 3. 

New YorkK.—Month of September, 1897. Reports to the State board 
of health, Albany, N. Y., from 152 cities, towns, and villages show a 
total of 9,588 deaths, including diphtheria and croup, 259; enteric 
fever, 157; measles, 19; searlet fever, 31; phthisis pulmonalis, 998, 
and whooping cough, 76. 

The Monthly Bulletin says: 


The reported mortality for the month exceeds the average of the past 
ten years by 400, but the increase is in local diseases, especially in those 
of the digestive, urinary, and circulatory organs, the zymotie mortality 
being less than the average, as also that in early life, and from old age 
and unclassified causes, this comparative decrease in deaths from pre- 
ventable causes and among the feeble and susceptible showing the month 
to have been relatively healthful. Compared with the corresponding 
month of last year the number of deaths from all zymotic diseases is less, 
except from diarrheal diseases, which is increased, the death rate being 
17.75 against 17.50 a year ago, and the infant mortality is greater. 
Compared with the preceding month of August there were 500 fewer 
deaths, the death rate being 17.75 against 18.75; the decrease is in 
diarrheal mortality and correspondingly in infant mortality. Of 1,810 
deaths reported from zymotic diseases 1,170 were from diarrheal dis- 
eases. There has been an unusually large mortality from this cause in 
rural parts of the State, relatively almost equalling that of the urban ; 
in the six larger cities there were 700 deaths from this cause, or 18 deaths 
per 100,000 population, while 240 deaths occurred in rural towns, repre- 
senting 16 deaths per 100,000 population. A large number of deaths are 
reported from dysentery in country towns in various parts of the State, 
and recently in epidemic form in the town of Hartwick, Otsego County. 
During the past four months of diarrheal prevalence 5,870 deaths from 
it occurred, of which 4,135 were reported from thesix large cities and 600 
from rural towns representing nearly one-half the same population. The 
proportion of these deaths occurring in September was 17 per cent in 
the cities and 39 per cent in the country. Diphtheria is reported as 
prevalent in 62 localities, and there were 269 deaths against 294 last 
September and 250 last month; there were but 10 deaths in country 
towns and 170 in the large cities. Typhoid fever is reported from 73 
localities, and 157 deaths, of which 80 occurred in the large cities and 
42 in rural towns, representing less than one-half the population.

October 26: The United States consul at Cardenas reports that during 
the week ended October 23 there were in that city 2 deaths from yellow 
fever and no deaths from smallpox. 

October 25: The United States consul at Cienfuegos reports that dur- 
ing the week ended October 24 there was in that city 1 death from 
yellow fever and no deaths from smallpox. 

October 30: The United States sanitary inspector at Habana reports 
that during the week ended October 28 there were in that city 14 deaths 
from yellow fever and no deaths from smallpox. 

October 25: The United States consul at Sagua la Grande reports that 
during the week ended October 23 there were in that city 66 cases and 1 
death from yellow fever and 32 cases and 1 death from smallpox. 

October 22: The United States consul at Manzanillo reports that dur- 
ing the two weeks ended October 22 there were in that city 3 deaths 
from yellow fever. 

October 23: The United States sanitary inspector at Santiago reports 
that during the two weeks ended October 23 there were in that city 15 
deaths from yellow fever. 


Sanitary report from Habana. 


HABANA, October 30, 1897. 


Srr: I have the honor to inform you that, in consequence probably of 
the beautiful dry coolish weather which we have had here for the last 
fifteen days or more, intestinal diseases which had prevailed to an 
alarming extent have diminished considerably. 

Yellow fever, now confined almost entirely to the Spanish soldiers in 
the military hospitals, continues among them about the same that it has 
for the last month. 

No deaths from smallpox have been reported this week in the city. 
During the week ended October 28 there were 342 deaths reported, 
which is about 25 per cent less than the previous week. Fourteen of 
those deaths were caused by yellow fever, 13 by enteric fever, 7 by per- 
nicious fever, 6 by malaria) fever, 1 by eruptive fever, 52 by enteritis, 
34 by dysentery, 2 by pneumonia, 43 by tuberculosis, and 6 by starva- 
tion. 

All of the 14 deaths by yellow fever occurred among Spanish soldiers 
in the military hospitals.

SANTIAGO DE CUBA, Octoher 16, 1897. 


Sirk: I have the honor of submitting the following report on the 
sanitary condition of Santiago de Cuba for the week ended October 16: 
There were 52 deaths reported for this period, of which 9 were from 
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yellow fever, 2 from pernicious and 3 from remittent fever, 2 from 
dysentery, 2 from typhoid fever, 4 from tuberculosis, and 6 from 
enteritis ; the rest from noncontagious diseases. 

The general sanitary condition of the city has become better within 
the last two weeks, and although malarial fevers abound to a large 
extent they are mild in character, as arule. Yellow fever is decreasing 
from want of material.

SANTIAGO DE CUBA, October 28, 1897. 


Sirk: The official records show a mortality of 53 for the week ended 
October 23. Of these 6 were from yellow fever, 12 from enteritis, 5 
from tuberculosis, 1 from pernicious, 4 from remittent, 1 from typhoid 
fever, 1 from dysentery; the rest from common diseases of noncontagious 
character. 

As I reported last week, the general health of the city has improved, 
and yellow fever decreases simply because there are no troops in the 
town. It has been raining very severely for the last week, and the 
water has swept away all the soft ground leaving deep ruts which have 
become small lagoons; malarial fever will be the consequence.

BLUEFIELDS, NICARAGUA, September 28, 1897. 


Srr: I have the honor to inform you that the steamship Nicaragua arrived from New 
Orleans this morning and the Gunniva from Mobile at the same time. The steamship 
Habil will be here Thursday from New Orleans, and the Susdal on Saturday next, the 
latter having passengers from New Orleans. 

By the New Orleans papers, received to-day and dated the 21st instant, there are at 
present 67 cases of yellow fever at that place with every indication of spreading. Six 
have died so far. 

At Mobile it is not quite as bad, but my impression is that it is worse than the 
newspapers report. The captain of the Gunniva says that the people of Mobile are 
wild, in regard to the dreaded scourge. 

Yellow tever prevails at Colon and Bocas del Toro. That accounts for the Nicaragua 
and Habil coming here from New Orleans. New Orleans quarantined against Bocas 
and the charterers sent them here for fruit. Brown & Harris are the local agents. 

My prediction is, that unless summary measures are taken at once we will have the 
fever here before the end of October, and should we be so unfortunate, more people will 
die from fright than disease. A queer thing is that colored people are less liable to 
the yellow fever than white. 

The talk now is to have a meeting this afternoon and adopt measures of a preventive 
nature. 

Some are in favor of telegraphing to New Orleans to allow no passengers on the 
steamers leaving that port for Bluefields; to permit the vessels to carry only provisions 
and quarantine them at the Bluff for ten days, and load the bananas on the steamers 
there ; to allow no one connected with the vessels to land, and permit only the customs 
officials and health officers to go aboard, excepting the agents of the lines. The men 
engaged in loading, on account of their being colored, would have no restrictions placed 
on them. 

Were New Orleans to quarantine this place, starvation and famine would follow in its 
wake, as the question would naturally arise, How are the planters and hands to be fed 
during the interval? 

Should this place be quarantined, this office for the period would be a profitless one, 
and still I would have to remain. 
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Nothing may come out of this, but I thought it best to advise you on the situation 
here to-day.

Quarantine regulations at Bluefields ugainst New Orleans, Mobile, and 
Bocas del Toro.

Sir : I have the honor to inclose herewith a copy of quarantine regu- 
lations for the port of Bluefields. The regulations will be enforced so 
long as yellow fever prevails at New Orleans and Mobile. 

Our consular agent at Bluefields reports that on account of the 
alleged prevalence of yellow fever at Bocas del Toro, fruit vessels have 
been withdrawn from the trade between that port and New Orleans, 
and that two of such vessels are now running to Bluefields.

Srr: I have the honor to inform you that General Reyes, inspector-general of the 
Atlantic Coast, as well as intendente of Bluefields, issued a quarantine decree on the 
2d instant, the substance of which is: 

(1) All vessels arriving either from New Orleans, La., or Mobile, Ala., must remain 
in the harbor three days before passengers, mail, or freight is landed at the Bluff. 

(2) On the arrival of the steamers they are visited by the port physician only, who 
makes a personal examination of the crew, passengers, and steamer, in regard to the 
sanitary condition of all. 
tf Mail and baggage is fumigated before being taken to Bluefields. 

(4) Should sickness prevail, Dr. T. J. Pruitt, port physician, is to determine how 
much longer the vessel is to be quarantined. 

(5) After the expiration of the three days, the agent of the vessel and laborers are 
permitted to board the steamer. Other persons are excluded. 

(6) None of the crew are allowed to leave the steamer under any circumstances. 

(7) Same rules to apply to the sailing craft from Bocas del Toro or Colon, Colombia, 
South America. 

(8) A penalty of five hundred dollars, Nicaragua currency ($221.24 United States 
currency), for each violation of any one of the above rules.

Sir: I have the honor to inform you that the steamship Hiram arrived from New 
Orleans, La., this morning, having left there on the 29th ultimo. 

Dr. T. J. Pruitt, port physician, reports vessel in good sanitary condition, and no 
passengers. 

New Orleans paper of the 27th ultimo states 22 new cases and 2 deaths; the issue 
of the 28th, 19 new cases and 2 deaths. By this the disease is growing, with the rate 
of mortality low for yellow fever. 

At Mobile there were 10 new cases reported on the 27th of September and 3 on the 
28th.

GREAT BrRITAIN—England and Wales.—The deaths registered in 33 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended October 16 
correspond to an annual rate of 16.9 a thousand of the aggregate popu- 
lation, which is estimated at 10,992,524. The highest rate was recorded 
in Birmingham, viz, 23.7, and the lowest in Cardiff, viz, 9.2. 

London.—One thousand three hundred and eighty-one deaths were 
registered during the week, including measles, 41; scarlet fever, 18 ; 
diphtheria, 45; whooping cough, 18; enteric fever, 14; and diarrhea 
and dysentery, 31. The deaths from all causes correspond to an annual 
rate of 16.1 a thousand. In greater London 1,816 deaths were regis- 
tered, corresponding to an annual rate of 15.1 a thousand of the popu- 
lation. In the ‘‘outer ring”’’ the deaths included 20 from diphtheria, 4 
from measles, 7 from scarlet fever, and 6 from whooping cough. 

Jreland.—The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended October 16 in the 23 principal town 
districts of Ireland was 20.0 a thousand of the population. The lowest 
rate was recorded in Newtownards, viz, 0.0, and the highest in Dro- 
gheda, viz, 38.0 a thousand. In Dublin and suburbs 161 deaths were 
registered, including scarlet fever, 1; enteric fever, 7; diphtheria, 2, 
and whooping cough, 1. 

Scotland.—The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the week 
ended October 16 correspond to an annual rate of 19.1 a thousand of the 
population, which is estimated at 1,549,907. The lowest mortality was 
recorded in Aberdeen, viz, 12.8, and the highest in Greenock, viz, 23.7 
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a thousand. The aggregate number of deaths registered from all causes 
was 568, including measles, 6; scarlet fever, 17; diphtheria, 6, and 
whooping cough, 20. 

InDIA—Singapore.—Month of August, 1897. Estimated population, 
56,000. Total deaths, 729, including cholera, 1; smallpox, 3; beri- 
beri, 117, and phthisis pulmonalis, 115. 

JAMAICA.—Week ended October 9, 1897. Estimated population, 
694,865. Total deaths not reported. The deaths included 4 from yel- 
low fever and 1 from enteric fever. 

Kingston.—Month of September, 1897. Estimated population, 34,314. 
Total deaths, 75, including yellow fever, 6; diptheria, 1; phthisis pul- 
monalis, 9, and croup, 1. 

NORFOLK IsLAND.—Month of August, 1897. Estimated population, 
869. One death. No death from contagious disease.
